4th read 
above and in pursuance of the resolution of the Committee (AFRC ) 
in their meetings held on dt. 4 .7 . 2009 , the Governor of Andhra 
Pradesh hereby notify the following fee and special fee structure for 
Under Graduate Engineering ( including Technology ), Pharmacy, 
Architecture courses and Pharm . D courses in Private Unaided 
Professional Colleges in the state of Andhra Pradesh for the academic 
years 2009 - 10 :

The tuition fee is fixed at Rs. 30 , 200 /- (Rupees thirty 
thousands two hundred only ) per annum for each student 
for A " Category seats (75 % ) and upto Rs. 91,700/- (Rupees 
ninety one thousands seven hundred only ) per annum for 
each student for B Category seats (25 % ) for the under 
graduate Engineering ( including Technology), Pharmacy 
and Architecture courses as classified in the G .Os 2nd and 
3rd read above for the academic year 2009 - 10 . 


( ii ) The tuition fee is fixed at Rs.67,500 /- (Rupees sixty seven 

thousands five hundred only ) per annum for each student 
for A " Category seats (75 % ) and upto Rs. 1,51,000 / 
(Rupees one lakh fifty one thousands only ) per annum for 
each student for B Category seats (25 % ) for Pharm . D 

courses for the academic year 2009 - 10 . 
(iii ) The said institutions are permitted to collect an extra 

amount Rs. 3 ,000 /- (Rupees three thousands only ) per 
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annum from each student towards tution fee for A & B 
category seats, over and above the tuition fee fixed for 
such A & B category seats , mentioned in clause 1 (i) 
above ,, for such of the courses which are given 
accreditation by the National Board of Accreditation in 
any college as long as such accreditation subsists for such 
courses in that college .
